Meetings in Washington, DC 


Bitcoin Foundation representatives met with various US Government agencies at a meeting organized by 
FinCEN in late August. In attendance were high-level representatives from regulatory and enforcement 
agencies, including FinCEN, IRS, FDIC, Federal Reserve, OCC, FBI, DEA, Secret Service, and Department of 
Homeland Security. The following day, the Foundation was invited to meet with Congressional staff on 
Capitol Hill. 


The federal government has taken an active interest in understanding Bitcoin. As such, the goal of these 
initial meetings was to educate about the Bitcoin protocol specifically and distributed finance in 

general. The Foundation is committed to establishing itself as the first resource for government 
policymakers with a goal to establish a safe, carefully-tailored regulatory environment for Bitcoin that will 
continue to foster innovation in the United States. 


The meeting was a great opportunity to discuss the regulatory challenges facing the Bitcoin system and 
address questions and concerns of regulators. We look forward to continuing these conversations.
